form thickness and weight, varying 
only in the widths into which the 
finished rolls are cut, serves all news- 
papers. 


But kraft paper is made in many 


thicknesses—too many, in fact. A re- 
duction in the number of kinds of 
kraft paper manufactured should in- 
crease the total amount available— 
and this standardization process is un- 
derway now. 


Meanwhile it behooves all users of 


kraft paper to conserve it as much as 
possible. 


From the newspaper'standpoint the 


paper supply situation is better than 
the price question. Newsprint from 
Norway that formerly cost Hope Star 
540 n ton now costs ?54 a ton, manu- 
factured in Lufkin, Texas, and there

British Warn of 
Bay ot Biscay 


Say Waters Danger- 
ous for Ships, 
Believed Mined 


LONDON-(/P)-Thc admiralty is- 


sued a warning Wednesday that all of 
the Bay of Biscay except for a 20- 
mile strip along the Spanish coast and 
thousands of square miles of the At- 
lantic ocean, southwest of England, 
arc dangerous to shipping. 


In defining the danger zone, the ad- 


miralty said that any vessel disregard- 
ing the terms of the notice would do 
so at its own risk. 


Such a notice usually would mean 


that the defined zone has been mined 
or that Britain is planning to carry 
on unrestricted warfare against sub- 
marine in that area. 


The new 
danger 
zone takes in 


roughly 160,000 square miles.

CALL from Herr Berdorff 
•^ begging Parris to see Vera 
Lichinska, who had given up her 
playing and returned without 
warning, began for him another 
contact with Kings Row tragedy 


Parris sat in the little living 


room above the jewelry shop 
where the Lichinskys had lived 
ever since Parris had first known 
them. 
Vera's fine strong hands 
lay rather inertly in her lap. 


"I canceled my tours. I couldn't 
play," she said. "All at once I 
seemed to hear myself as if — as 
if I had never heard myself be- 
fore. I asked myselE a question — 
and I couldn't answer it — and 
then, I couldn't play any more." 


Vera seemed to understand why 


it had all happened. As a child 
she was a prodigy, playing wholly 
by intuition, but without real edu- 
cation.

pARRIS was disappointed in his 
A efforts to aid Vera. It was not 
long before Vera shut herself up 
for good in the little room on Car- 
rier street. 


Parris explained to Herr Ber- 


dorff, who spread his hands with 
a gesture of incredulity. "One day 
she iss a great violinist; the next 
day she cannot play! I do not un- 
derstand!" 


The two men talked, each some- 


what surprised after years of ac- 
quaintance at what he found in 
the other. Herr Berdorff was a 
little distressed to find in Parris a 
strain of something that seemed 
at times not quite bitter, but per- 
haps verging near it. Something a 
shade disillusioned and doubtful.

Morjson ship. 


"The explanation is simple." says 


Dr. Morison, "It was the migrating 
season; the doves (one for Columbus, 
one for my ship) had been blown off 
their normal course." 


Columbus mentions also entering a 


small harbor in the Bahamas Which 
still is not on the charts. Biographers 
have therefore assumed the navigator 
was wrong, and blithely have had hint 
put in at half a dozen other harbors 
instead. 


But Dr. Morison found the harbor 


exactly where Columbus said it was. 


It was the same with Columbus' first 


landing on Cuba. This he describes 
accurately, according to Dr. Morison, 
by means of a mosque-like hill he 
saw. The hill is at Bariay, but writers 
for many years have "disagreed," and 
practically every town on the north 
coast of Cuba claims the landing. 


And Columbus was not fooled by 


what he found—on his third volage 
he knew quite well he had found a 
new world, although Amerigo Vespuc- 
ci got a lot of the honor. This was due, 
in a large measure, to the words used 
by the two men, Dr. Morison believes. 


Columbus 
spoke 
of 
his "other 


world," and Vespucci of his "new 
world." The latter phrase caught on. 


Chris Columbus 
Had the Idea 


Harvard Professor 
Sails Same 
Ocean Route

NEW YORK—When Samuel Eliot 


Morison finally got around to writ- 
ing the biography of Columbus he had 
had in mind since 1916, he went at it 
with a compas. 


This tall, spare .reasonably austere 


Harvard professor decided the best 
way to trace down Columbus' manner 
of thought as well as his accom- 
plishment was to do it through his 
sailing. 


So Dr. Morison, on several voy- 


ages, sailed as nearly as he could 
along the tracks explored by Colum- 


bus, and he came out with the livest 
and probably the most exact story of 
Columbus eytant—"Admiral of the 
Ocean Sea." 


He also laid a lot of historical ghosts, 


and acquired a mild phobia or two. 


One of these last, he explained the 


other day on his way to Johns Hop- 
kins, to which university he has been 
lent for the season, is against the 
teachers who tell their pupils that 
Columbus was proving the earth to be 
round. 


"There was no question," says Dr. 


Morison, "even in Columbus' time, 
that the earth was round; the ques- 
tion was how big it was. Columbus 
had it 25 per cent too small—and that 
led him to misplace Japan consid- 
erably, in his calculations." 


And this sailor-biographer resents 


a good deal those arml-chair naviga- 
tors who decided Columbus was wrong 
on many points just because the inci- 
dents seem improbable. 


For example, Columbus says that 


at a certain point on his first voyage 
a turtle dove landed on his ship. 
Turtle doves do not habitually land 
on ships in those latitudes. But when 
Dr. Morison and his crew wore sailing

Every Trail as 
Defense Highway

WASHINGTON - Apparently road 


builders and planners in some states 
have foiled lo understand that "high- 
wnys-ns-usunl" ore out for the dura- 
tion just ns positively ns "business as 
usunl." 


The trek of persons to Washington 


demanding Hint roads be built ns usual 
or even faster and the volume of moll 
to congressmen with the same re- 
quest no! only continues but seems to 
be growing. 


Rep. Wilburn Cnrlwrieht, of Okla- 


homa, chairman of the Mouse roads 
committee, snys: 
"Often 
the roads 


these people seek hnve some military 
vnlue as indeed almost every road 
has In the final analysis. But, " lie 
adds, "even the army and navy can't 
have all the roads they like. Only 
the most urgent construction is pos- 
sible." 


Not so very long nfio, congress ap- 


propriated $150,000,000 for national de- 
fense highways—but only after a lot 
of fiddling around ;md the passage of 
one measure which Hie President 
vetoed on the grounds lluit loo many 
of the road-builders in congress still 
were thinking in terms of "political" 
allocution of the highway money. 


On the basis of first war needs first, 


$100,000,000 of this appropriation hus 
already been allocated and construc- 
tion is under way on many of the pro- 
jects. In some circles, it is considered 
positive Hint new appropriations will 
have to be made soon. 
But let's see 


what "first war needs first" consist 
of. 


Aside from the access roads to new 


military encampments, there are such 
vital needs ns—let us say—the new 
Ford bomber plant at Ypsilnnti, Mich. 
This new factory will employ around 
50,000 persons. 
A pre-survey indi- 


cates that 22,000 private cars will be 
used in getting labor to and from 
work. Plant officials say that 25 per 
cent of the raw materials wil Icome 
in by truck; GO per cent of finished 
products will move out that way. 


This is only one of 750 plants in 


Michigan 
supplying war materials, 


says Cartwright, and according to war 
and navy estimates 75 per cent of the 
total workers in those plants use pri- 
vnle transportation to get to work and 
back.

military road be built to combat an at- 
tuckin genemy'.' What good urc mil- 
itary roads without the machines of 
war to defend them? That, at the 
moment, is the reasoning of the agen- 
cies who are voting and allocating 
funds for highways proposed or now 
under construction. 


In order to get n new highway con- 


structed 1hr.se dnys, it first is neces- 
sary to convince the army and navy 
that it i.s vital from a military stand- 
point. But there is one other im- 
portant hurdle: the War Production 
Board. It can say even to the army 
and navy: "Which do you want: n 
road that the soldiers am! sailors can 
use; or a road that will double the 
ships, planes, tanks and guns now 
rolling off the assembly lines?" 


That's why "liighways-as-usual" or 


even partially strategic highways will 
have to wail tfieir turn.

Hershey Knows 


Human Nature 
Knowledge Is Big 
Asset for Job

WASHINGTON—It is not surprising 


that when, in ]!)!0, the U. S. Army was 
seeking an officer who could best 
make the American public cheerfully 
swallow the then-bitter pill of .con- 
scription, it chose Brig. Gen. Lewis B. 
Hershey to head Hie Selective Ser- 
vice System. 


The job called for a man 
who 


knew, liked and understood people. 
And Gen. Hershoy has spent most of 
his army life trying to find out just 
wlial makes Joe Doakos' in uniform 
or mufti, tick. 


When Gen. Hershey, then a young 


captain of artillery, returned 
from 


overseas service after World War I, he 
bought home with him some ideas 
about improving the U. S. Army. His 
ideas had little to do with material, 
strategy or tactics. His chief concern 
was Hie lack on the part of most of-r 
ficors—himself 
among them—of. an 


understanding of -people. 


Deciding lo do something about it, 


he studied every hook on psychology 
he could get his hands on, talked ami 
corresponded with leading educators. 


Hu'll Discuss anytiting with 
Anybody 
But Gen. Hershey's knowledge of 


people doesn't stem from books alone. 
He recently unconsciously summed up 
its source when he said: "I'm a curb- 
sloner." And every one who knows 
him will concur—from his subordi- 
nate officers, who tear their hair lie- 
cause the general's love of conversa- 
tion and idea-exchange throws his 
schedule hours behind; to his wife, 
who says: "He'll discuss anything with 
anybody mid he has always gotten an 
answer." 


Gen. Hershey is the type of man 


that people naturally like to talk to. 
"Built like an ox," in the words of 
one of his staff, he has a ruddy com- 
plexion, round 
face, graying red- 


brown hair which he wears close- 
clipped at the sides, pompadour on 
top. His manner is genial, easy. He 
talks with a decided middlewestcrn 
accent, directly, colorfully, never beats 
about the bush. He's a great story 
teller, illustrates whatever he says 


with a profusion of similes — most of 
them involving either farming or hu- 
man nature. 


Both come naturally to Gen. Her- 


shey. He was raised on his father's 
farm near Angola, Ind., where he was 
born on September 12, 1893. And 
even before he went to college (Tri- 
State) he was dealing with human 
nature— as a school teacher near Free- 
mont, where he himself had gone to 
school. 


In high 
school, 
G£n. Hershey 


coached the girl's basketball team. 
One of the team's stars was a pretty 
girl named Ellen Dygert, who became 
Mrs. 
Hershey in November, 1917. 


In his personal 
relationships the 


General is very sentimental. The at- 
tic and cellar of his modest, red-brick 
house in the Chevy Chase section of 
Washington are full of trunks and 
boxes packed with letters and me- 
mentoes. "He never throws anything 


away," says Mrs. Hershey. "I don't 
think there is any one who could be 
more attached to his family than the 
general is." 


Unfortunately there isn't much tune 


for family life for Gen. Hershey 
right now. He has four children, but 
they are always most of the time at 
school or college. Both sons are fol- 
lowing .their father's military foot- 
steps, one at a military school, the 
elder at West Point. 


Also, the job confronting the Gen- 


erjl is tremendous. 
It involves rais- 


ing an army of 3,600,000 men this year. 
To get that job done, Gen. HerShey ar- 
rives at 8:30 a. m. in his office on the 
top floor of what used to be an apart- 
ment house. "The best general's of- 
fice in town," one reporter called it. 


Keen Memory Serves Him Well 
He does most of his work in person- 


to-person 
conversation, 
shunning 


memos. As one of his staff officers, 
telling of his prodigious memory, put 
it, "You have to be very careful what 
you .say to the general, because six 
months later he'll feed it back to you 
word for word." 


Gen. Hershey works at his desk 


usually until 6:30 or 7 in the evening, 
finds that he can get most of his pa- 
per work done best tUter his staff has 
left. Often he takes a brief case h i.no 
with him. 


Before the start of the war, Gen. 


Hershey was often out of town, av- 
erage from five to nine speeches a 
week, touring the country making 
palatable, from his deep understand- 
ing of people, the whul'i, how's r.nd

The people of Kerala—called 


Malabar by westerners—have de- 
veloped a life difl'erent in many 
respects 1'rom that of the rest ol 
India, since the political center of 
gravity shifted from the south to 
the north, to Delhi and Punjab. 


India's east coast is a monoton- 


ous stretch of sand and swamp 
while the western or Malabar 
shores are rocky and picturesque. 
Early European explorers chose 
the Malabar coasts as half-way 
marks between the Malay Archi- 
pelago and Europe. 


Since abandonment of Kerala 


as a slopping place, the import 
tance of the three states has 
dwindled and the main currents 
of Indian life flow north from 
Bombay. The people, left to them- 
selves, have raised the rate of 
literacy until it is the highest in 
all India.

he reorganization order recognizes 


thte only function of army or- 
ation is the production of in- 


vincible task forces. The army's new 
deal supplants friction and duplica- 
tion, divided authority and confus- 
ion. Key officers had to spend too 
much time on administrative affairs, 
too little on operations. 


The old system was too slow, too 


cumbersome 
nnd to inefficient for 


high-speed warfare. Grouping the en- 
tire army in three basic commands 
—air forces, ground froces and ser- 
vice of supply — gears up the army 
for 1942 war. 
Administrative and 


operational functions are largely di- 
vorced. The general staff—operational 
brains of the army—will be slashed 
from an unwieldy group of officers 
from all the separate arms to a com- 
pact unit of strategists and tacticians. 


Detail Bothers Removed 
The ground forces commander and 


air forces commander will be primar- 
ily concerned with operational duties,

their separate commands as fighting 
forces. This includes training the sep- 
arate units of each command to work 
together, then schooling ground and 
aid forces in coordinated tactics. 


The services of supply will take ov- 


er the army's "housekeeping" chores. 
As outlined in Secretary of War Stim- 
son's preliminary explanation, the S. 
O. S. is charged with procurement, 
construction, general supply and like 
duties. He indicated that many ad- 
ministrative functions would go to 
the supply forces. It will be a "dual 
personality,"—both administrative and 
operational. It will be responsible for 
the transport o£ troops to war fronts 
and will take over the paper work 
chores of the primarily operational 
wees. 


The Working Plan 
Theoretically, here's the way the 


new set-up will work. 


The President will determine that 


the grand strategy of the war calls 
[or operations in miaginary "Tran?- 
Bucharia." The chief of staff advises 
the general staff of the decision. The 
staff considers all angles, reports that 
such-and-such a task force will be 
necessary to win the Trans-Bucharian 
campaign and prepares a master plan. 


It may be that the terrain, known 


strength of the enemy and other 
factors make necessary a task force 
topheavy in engineers, but supported 
by fighter planes and light tanks. The 
ground and air force commanders are 
advised, and a task force of engineers, 
fighter squadrons and armored ve- 
hicles is selected. 


They go into training aimed at a 


campaign in Trans-Bucharia. 
The 


task force commander figures his re- 
quirements in ammunition, supplies, 
weapons and gear. It's up to the sup- 
ply service to let the contracts, over- 
see the manufacture, have them ready 
on the day chosen and see to the trans- 
port of the force to Trans-Bucharia. 


That's the way modern wars are 


won, with teams of coordinated forces 
trained for definite missions, backec 
by concentrated staff and supply ser- 
vices.

Government Is Job for Career Men Now 


WASHINGTON - Maybe Senator 


Jerald P. Nye of Cooperstown, N. D., 
as put his finger on one of the things 
vrong with government administra- 
ion. 
Quizzing Office of Civilian Defense 
director James M. Landis before Se- 
iator Harry Flood Byrd's economy 
ommittee, Nye started checking up 
an the background of some of the OCD 
personnel. In OCD's division of opera- 
ions, Nye charged that of the eight 
op staff men, five came from 'the 
idministrative division of WPA, one 
rom the Department of Agriculture, 
>nc from emergency relief. In the 
ire defense division, one man came 
rom PWA, one from WPA, one from 
treasury and one from emergency 
•elief administration. 


What this illustrates, if anything, is 
hat government administration has 
become so complicated it is a profes- 
sion in itself, like efficiency expert- 
ng. The difficulty and the danger is 
hat the mechanics, the framework, 
;he red tape of government adminis- 
:ration tend to be given more impor- 
ance than the job to be done. 


Again in the case of OCD, Dean 


Landis was put on the spot before 
Senator Byrd's committee when Se- 
nator Millard E. Tydings asked how 
many OCD employes had actually 
handled a fire bomb. The Dean did 
not know, but guessed that in the 
civil defense division, perhaps 60 per 
cent had actually held bombs in their 
hands. Incidentally, as an example; 
of utter futility, one of Dean Landis's 
accounts of a local defense council 
meeting in New England is tops—a 
lecturer was trying to explain to a 
group of defense workers how to put 
on a gas mask without having a gas 
mask to demonstrate with. (Congress, 
you know, just got around to appro- 
priating money for civilian gas masks 
a couple of weeks ago.) 


Nelson Head Man Now 
Fortunately, you should be pleased 


to know that not all of the govern- 
ment's wartime agencies have been set 
up on the formula that Sentaor Nye 
puts the finger on. 


When the' Office of Censorship was 


set up, it was staffed at the top witli 
newspaper and radio men who know 
the media with which they had to 
deal. 


When the war production machin- 


ery was set up, a so-called "holding 
company," the Office for Emergency 
Management, was created just to cornb 
the red tape of government proce- 
dure out of the hair of the civilians 
called to Washington to boss the job 
OEM is Mr. Government Bureaucracy 
run by a specialist in government pa- 
per work, Wayne Coy. The real work 
of war production is now bossed by 


Donald M. Nelson. If he had to bother 
with official government routine, he 
wouldn't get anything else done. 


The point in common with all these 


young and undoubtedly able adminis- 
trators is that their background is al- 
most entirely in government. In oth- 
er words, they know their way around 
Washington, the boulevards, back al- 
leys and bypaths through the fields 
of'red tape. 
"Dean Landis himself admitted that 
n! making his reorvanization of the 
DCD headquarters, he brought into 
his organization some of the smart 
young men he had known in Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission and 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission, with 


which he had previous connections. 
It was brought out that OCD had 
in its organization 99 executives on 
what is 
called 
"non-reimbursible 


loan" from other government depart- 
ments. What htat means is that the 
other departments pay hteir salaries, 
but OCD pays their traveling ex- 
penses. 


Places for Pals 
That is typical Washington. When 


the government sets up a new depart- 
ment or a new program of any kind- 
say fire defens.e for example—the 
first requisite is to get someone who 
knows government and not necessar- 
ily anyone who knows anything about 
fire protection. The administrator for 
a program of this kind must be a man 
who knows how to make up a bud- 
get, how to get civil service classifica- 
tion cleared, how to make an organ- 
ization chart, how to get office space 
and furniture, how to open an of- 
fice. 


The administrator looks around for 


some of his pals, the good guys he 
knows in other departments of govern- 
ment administration. He knows how 
to go about getting them transferred 
or loaned from their department to 
his. First thing you know, he has his 
organization. If he needs technical 
consultants, he knows how to get 
them appointed on a per diem or W. 
O. C.—without compensation—basis. 


You can make up your own mind 


as to whether that, or the method 
brought out by Senator Nye, is the 
way to run a government.
